At twenty-four years of age, after 
having graduated with honors from 
the W est Point M ilitary Academy, he 
was doing border duty in New Mexi­ 
co, as a Lietengnt in the United States 
Army, when the w ar 
between 
the 
st»tes broke like a storm on a startled 
world. 
Wheeler, mere a boy of twen­ 
ty four years, entered the Confederate 
Army as a volunteer, and was commis­ 
sioned as a lieutenant. 
Four years 
later he was the senior cavalry offi­ 
cer of the Confederate armies. 
A 
lieutenant at tw enty-four, a lieuten­ 
ant-general s t twenty-eifrht. 
At twenty-five years of age, May 
30th, 1883, hr 
was 
designated 
to 
command the rear guard of the Con­ 
federate arm y, fifty thousand strong, 
when it was Withdrawn from the front 
of General H alleck’s great force of 
one hundred and seven thousand men 
with which th a t general was maneu­ 
vering to encircle the. Confederate 
right flank and cut off the retreat. 
The brillant way in which he handl­ 
ed this difficult task, constitutes one 
of the m ost glowing pages in 
Con 
federate history,—but we cannot re­ 
peat General W heeler’s military re­ 
cord here without in a large measure 
recounting the history of the Civil 
War. He bore a prominent pArt in the 
battle of Shiloh, Farm ington, Perry- 
ville, M urfreesboro, Tutiahoma, 
Chi- 
camauga, Ringgold Gap, Rocky Face, 
Dalton, 
Resaeca, 
Adairsvjllc, 
New 
^lope, Ifyjnnesaw Mountain, Peachtree 
Creek, Chattahoochee 
and 
Decatur; 
the battles of Avysboro and Benton- 
ville. Besides engaging in these great 
battles and being under fire in four 
hundred skirmishes, General Wheeler 
was first in command in more than 
one hundred battles in the Civil W ar, 
many of them being amon$ the most 
severe recorded in the history of cav­ 
alry. 
He was wounded thrse times. 
Sixteen horses were shot down under 
him- E ight of his personal staff Vére 
killed and thirty-tw o wounded in bat­ 
tle, by his side. 
His battles were fought in Tenn­ 
essee, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
and South Carolina. 
Such was 
his 
gallantry in action that resolutions 
of thanks and gratitude to him were 
passed unanimously by the State Leg­ 
islature of South Carolina, and by the 
Confederate Congress.
